Munroe Transactions.

Because he “did not 
sufficient funds at that time to sea 
chase that stock,” the decision ex- 
plained, he created,, with the as- 
sistance of his investment corpora- 
tion, the Laclede Gas & Electric 
Co., a Delaware corporation. The 
latter company sold its own securi- 
ties and with the proceeds pur- 
chased the controlling interest in 
the gas company. 
The sale of this interest to the 
Utilities Powér & Light Co, in 1927 
was described as follows: 
‘A plan was devised whereby the 
petitioner (the investment com- 
pany) expected to spread its profit 
for tax purposes over a 10-year 
period. The petitioner, according 
to the plan, was to sell the Laclede 
Electric stock to Munroe for his 
personal interest-bearing notes, 
payable one-tenth annually during 
the period 1928 to 1937 inclusive, 
and Munroe was to immediately 
ly sell the stock to the Utilities 
Power, & Light Co. for cash in an 
amount equal to the face value of 
his: notes to the petitioner. 

Plan Carried Out. 
“This plan was carried out. The 
petitioner sold to Munroe on May 
6, 1927, 120,000 shares of the com- 
mon stock of Laclede Electric and 
10,100 of its 12,600 shares of pre- 
ferred stock of the same company, 
at prices of $70 per share for the 
common and $100 per share for the 
preferred. 

“The petitioner received as con- 
sideration for the sale Munroe’s 
unsecured notes—10 notes for $101,- 
000, each bearing interest semi-an- 
nually at 7 per cent, representing 
payment for the preferred stock 
and 10 notes for $840,000 each bear- 
ing interest semi-annually at 6 per 
cent, representing payment for the 
common stock.

Nations to Seek Common Policy. 

The American republics intend to 
consult after Christmas on how to 
determine and enforce a common 
policy in handling belligerent war- 
ships which enter their harbors.

11 Russian and Six Finnish Pianes 
in Thrilling Battle. 
WITH THE FINNISH ARMY 
ON THE KARELIAN FRONT, 
Dec, 21 (AP).—Eleven Russian and 
six Finnish planes fought a thrill- 
ing battle behind the Finnish lines 
yesterday as the Russians brought 
up crushing forces on land and in 
the air in an attempt to break 
through the Mannerheim iine 
across the Karelian Isthmus. 
The roar of Russian artillery was 
heard along the entire Karelian 
front. 
The air battle was only a part of 
the intense aerial activity which 
has been carried out on this re- 
gion, as well as in other parts of 
Finland, in recent days. 
Some of the activity no doubt 
was because of the work of Finn- 
ish pilots who have been bombing 
enemy lines and military objectives.

In the case of the General 
Creditors’ Committee, represent- 
ing the large volume of dam- 
age claims, the Court’s cut was 
from $25,000 to $10,000. Its mem- 
bers are William L. Mason, lawyer 
and president of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and Harry S. Rooks, law- 
yer. Mason, as a member of the 
city Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, refrained from voting 
when the reorganization plan was 
approved by that body. 


Another Claim Disallowed. 


Disallowed entirely was the claim 
of A. B. Frey and Karol A. Korn- 
gold for $5000 for opposing the bank 
loan claim as counsel] for Mrs. Flor- 
ence D. Sale, Frey’s mother-in-law, 
and the Fannie Sale estate, holders 
together of .$8000 of U. R. bonds. 
These lawyers asserted also that 
they represented all “independent” 
owners of U. R. bonds, who did not 
deposit them in the reorganization.

The fee claim of two lawyers who 
filed an involuntary bankruptcy 
suit against the company when the 
new Federal bankruptcy law be- 
came effective in 1934, was cut from 
$7500 to $500. They were Irl B. Ro- 
senblum and the late Louis Mayer. 
The suit they filed, in behalf of 
some bondholders, was virtually dis- 
regarded in favor of the voluntary 
action filed by the company. 

Claims for services as officers of 
the old corporation in the period of 
receivership and bankruptcy, when 
the business was being operated 
under court orders, were reduced 
from $78,024 to $9011. 

Although attorneys for banks 
were denied compensation for their 
work in protecting the banks’ in- 
terest in the big loan, two of the 
banks were allowed full payment 
of claims for out-of-pocket expenses 
in the same endeavor. These were 
as follows: Chase National Bank, 
New York, $7256, and the National 
City Bank, New York, $2247.

WOULD WIN WAR 


Official Publication Dis- 
closes Ambassador Told 
Fuehrer Communism 
Would Be Real Victor. 


PARIS, Dec. 21 (AP).—Publica- 
tion of a French Yellow Book on 
origins of the war disclosed today 
that the last French Ambassador 
to Berlin, Robert Coulondre, had 
told Reichsfuehrer Hitler he feared 
the only real victor of a new war 
would be “Trotsky Communism.” 
Coulondre’s fears were expressed 
to Hitler in an interview last Aug. 
25, when the Fuehrer gave him a 
personal message for Prime Minis- 
ter Daladier expressing the hope 
that France would not go to war 
against Germany. ‘ 
The Ambassador, in a_ report 
which he wrote imimediately after 
the interview and which is pub- 
lished in the Yellow Book, said he 
had given Hitler “my word as 4&4 
soldier that I have not the slightest 
doubt that if Poland should be at- 
tacked, France would be with its 
forces at the side of Poland.” 

Then Coulondre added: “Although 
I think really that we would be 
victorious, I also have the fear that 
at the end of a war there would be 
only one real victor—Monsieur 
Trotsky.” 

It was regarded as significant 
that Coulondre used the name of 
Leon Trotsky, leader of Commun- 
ists working for world revolution, 
rather than that of Joseph Stalin, 
whose form of Communism is con- 
sidered by the French national 
rather than international. 

The Yellow Book consists of 350 
diplomatic documents recording de- 
velopments from the Munich con- 
ference of September, 1938, to the 
start of the war, In form it follows 
closely a similar publication by the 
British Government.

LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP).—Great 
Britain assembled ships and fight- 
ing planes today to protect its 
North Sea fishing fleet as a. re- 
sult of German aerial attacks in 
which 35 vessels have been bombed, 
torpedoed or machine-gunned in 
three days. 

Defensive arming also was con- 
sidered for the fishermen, on whom 
insular Britain depends for an im- 
portant supplement to its meat sup- 


ply. 

The crews-of trawlers engaged 
in mine sweeping and anti-submar- 
ine activities will be given a bonus, 
retroactive to the outbreak of the 
war, it was disclosed by Geoffrey 
Shakespeare, Parliamentary secre- 
tary of the Admiralty. Such bon- 
uses are paid for exceptionally dif- 
ficult, dangerous and wuncomfort- 
able work. 

Appeal for Wireless Operators. 

The Admiralty called for enlist- 
ment of telegraph and wireless op- 
erators “until the end of the pe- 
riod of the present emergency.” 

The Evening News said it under- 
stood that mysterious flares which 
lighted the sky for miles off the 
East Coast and attracted crowds of 
watchers were dropped by British 
planes to aid in a night search for 
submarines. 

Admiral Jean Darlan, Supreme 
Commander of French naval forces, 
who conferred yesterday with. Win- 
ston Churchill, Britain’s First Lord 
of the Admiralty, was received to- 
day by King George at Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

King George, visiting .the Minis- 
try of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
expressed indignation over report- 
ed German machine-gunning of 
British fishermen. The King’s com- 
ment was made to Sir John Mars- 
den of the British Trawlers Feder- 
ation. 

Dan Hillman of the Fishermen’s 
Union said, after the King’s visit: 

“T told the King the fishermen 
are having a helluva time on ac- 
count of the present tactics of the 
enemy. I described in detail how 
one Scottish trawler was attacked 
by German planes with bombs and 
machine guns. I said that in the 
fishing industry we had to deal 
with even greater problems than 
did His Majesty himself. The King 
said he quite understood the situa- 
tion.” 

The ‘Admiralty assailed the at- 
tacks as an act of “senseless in- 


“| humanity” and said only three, all

These and all other pay- 
ments have actually been made in 
cash and in full. 

Repayment on operating loans to 
|families, which bear F per cent in- 
‘terest and are for a five-year pe- 
riod, have been $42,364. Obviously, 
the immediate need for all these 
loans did not begin with inaugura- 
tion of the project. 

Rent paid by the co-operative 
associaton was $7008 and $2643 in 
interest and principal has been paid 
on its operating loan. 

Make-Up of the Assets. 

In addition to these payments, 
total assets valued at $109,617 are 
owned by the 100 families. They 
consist of certified cotton planting 
seed, hay, corn, lespedeza, livestock, 
tools and household furnishings; 
the estimate of present family as- 
sets did not include 1048 bushels 
of stored vegetables, 47,412 pounds

MISSOURI EXPORTS SHOW RISE 
OF $16,000,000 IN 6 YEARS 


$24,600,000 for 1938 as Against $9,- 
451,000 in 1982; Gains Laid 
Partly to Trade Pacts. 


Exports of Missouri products fell 
‘from $49,296,000 in 1929 to $9,451,- 
'000 in 1932, but rose again last year 
to $24,600,000, it was reported today 
by Clyde Miller, district manager 
here for the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. 

A substantial part of the recent 
recovery in foreign trade was at- 
tributed by Miller to the reciprocal 
trade agreements negotiated with 
21 other nations since authoriza- 
tion was granted by Congress in 
1934. He pointed out that exports 
to these countries in 1937-38 were 
61 per cent above the 1934-35 level, 
although exports to other nations 
were up only 38 per cent.

COUNTY DEFERS HIRING 
OF PLANNING EXPERTS 


Commission’s Budget Held to 
$10,000 on Report of Dis- 
agreement on Proposal. 


Plans to retain a firm of pro- 
fessionals at $13,800 to draw up a 


St. Louis County plan next year 
were deferred by the St. 
County Court yesterday in approv- 
ing $10,000 for the new County Plan 
Commission, half Comptroller Clar- 
ence Hackmann’s recommendation, 
in a total county budget of $1,- 


301,712 for 1940. 

The commission had a teniative 
contract with Harland Bartholo- 
mew & Associates, contingent on 
getting the full $20,000 for initial 
and administrative expenses. The 
court, informed that the commis- 
sion was not wholly in agreement 
on the contract, voted to budget 
$5000 for administrative expense 
plus $5000 to cover whatever project 
it might agree on. It was ex- 
plained that the amount might be 
supplemented by appropriation 
from the emergency fund. 

Small reductions on a number of 
offices made up a total reduction 
of $450 from Comptroller Hack- 
mann’s recommendations for the 
total budget, but it remained $229.,- 
500 in excess of the county budget 
for this year and $148,775 above 
estimated revenue. The _ deficit, 
however, will be covered by a $174,- 
445 accumulated balance, with an 
estimated $31,670 balance at the 
end of 1940. 

Salaries of $96,100 for Constables 
and Justices of the Peace, to be 
paid by the county since abolish- 
ment of the long-notorious fee sys- 
tem, contribute to the increase over 
last year. So do coming election 
expenses. The Court budgeted $40,- 
000 for the emergency fund, for 
which Hackmann figured $33,620, 
and set aside $25,000, not included 
in Hackmann’s figures,, for a chil- 
dren’s building to provide fit deten- 
tion quarters and to house activi- 
ties of the Juvenile Court and child 
welfare agencies.

Formerly, we workers did not dare be 
seen talking to a union leader, much 
less belong to a union, for we knew the 
cleaners belonging to the Dry Cleaners’ 
Exchange did not want a union. If you 
wanted to work, you had better stay out 
of the union, or you would walk the 
Streets a leng time. 

But about two years ago, these same 
plant owners came and told us we would 
have to belong to the union or we would 
be discharged. 

Now they tell us our union is no good 
to them. We have failed to force some 
cleaners to raise their cheaper prices.

A WASTE OF HEROES. 

“In days of old, the Viking captain was laid to rest 
on his ship, which was then set afire. 
set, the flaming vessel floated out to sea—the ulti- 
mate gesture of devotion of the Norse seafarer to his 
ship.

yesterday's closing price was $1.06. The price has 
risen 17 cents a bushel in the last two weeks. The 
tangible factors in the advance are reduction by half 
in the normal yield of the crop in Argentina and 
indications by the Government that it will protect: 
the domestic price against importations of wheat from 
abroad. 

But since there is a big carryover from last year’s 
bumper crop, the rise in the price thermometer must 
be attributable in part, at least, to a touch of specula- 
tive fever. - 

More than 15,000,000 bushels of the wheat raised 
in Missouri and Illinois was held by the farmers 
under Government loans, as of Nov. 28. Most of the 
loans were made on a basis of 80 cents, so that the 
profit to the farmer, after deducting the various 
charges, is now more than 20 cents a bushel. Farmers 
in Missouri and Illinois must have profited more 
than $3,000,000 on their wheat holdings. 

Price-pegging and farm subsidies are subject to a 
great deal of criticism. Yet it seems unrealistic to 
expect the system to be stopped—so unrealistic, in 
fact, that the Republican leaders are reported to be 
ready to accept it without much change in their party 
platform next year. 

In all the history of this country, no group which 
has been granted a bounty has ever given it up. The 
farmers are not likely to prove an exception. 
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Federal employes have been forbidden, as a result 
of the Hatch Act, to bet on elections. Well, if 
things go the wrong way for them now, they will 
not lose their money as well as their jobs.

One morn- 
ing, in his office, he directed a request to his 
confidential lawyer to come to him in the 
afternoon. He intended to have his will 
drawn. A will is a solemn matter, even with 
men whose life is given up to business, and 
who are by habit mindful of the future. 
After giving this direction he took up no 
other matter, but sat at his desk alone and 
in silence. 

It was a day when summer was first new. 
The pale leaves upon the trees were starting 
forth upon the yet unbending branches. The 
grass in the parks had a freshness in its 
green like the freshness of the blue in the 
sky and of the yellow of the sun—a freshness 
to make one wish that life rright renew its 
youth. The clear breezes from the south 
wantoned about, and then were still, as if 
ldath to go finally away. Half idly, half 
thoughtfully, the rich man wrote upon the 


white paper before him, beginning what he 


wrote with capital letters such as he had not 
made since, as a boy at school, he had taken 
pride in his skill with the pen:

IN THE NAME OF GOD, AMEN. I

BY MARRIAGE STUDIED

The husband or wife of a person 
with’ tuberculosis has a little less 
than one chance in 25 of contract- 


recent study of records covering 10 
years in St. Louis by Dr. -H.. 1. 
Spector, assistant health commis- 
sioner. 

That is 29 times the incidence in 
the general population here, Dr. 


Spector found. His report was pub- 
lished in the American Review of | 
Tuberculosis and summarized this 
month in Tuberculosis Abstracts, “ 
publication of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association distributed to! 
local physicians by the Tubercu- 
losis and Health Society. 

Children in families where both 
parents were tuberculous were 69 
times as likely to take the disease 
as children in the general popula- 
tion. The disease is not hereditary, 
as its tendency to spread through 
families led past generations to be- 
lieve. Its spread from one person 
to another depends largely on how 
closely they are associated. and what 
safeguards are taken. 

Dr. Spector emphasized that safe- 
guards could be taken where they 
were known to be needed. In that 
light, he said, the facts were not 
alarming. The “moral” to be drawn 
from the 1-in-25 chance was to de- 
termine before marriage if latent 
infection required safeguards, and 
if so to take them, 

Most physicians consent to mar- 
riage of the tuberculous with the 
well, Dr. Spector found through 
questionnaires answered by 208 spe- 
cialists in 14 countries of the 
Americas and Europe. - It is pro- 
hibited in the complex marriage 
laws of Germany. 


Variance in published estimates

ANY changes have occurred 
in the handling of tuberculosis 
"*in recent years. In my own 
lifetime, which covers a profes- 
sional experience of about 30 years, 
the diagnosis and treatment of tu- 
berculosis have been revolutionized. 
The procedure used to be to depend 
on a history, examination of the 
patient with a stethoscope and an 
examination of the sputum. We 
now know that a great many cases 
would be missed if this procedure 
were adhered to. 

History—If a patient has symp- 
toms of tuberculosis, including fa- 
tigue, cough, expectoration, night 
sweats and fever, it is usually an 
advanced case. Nowadays, there- 
fore, we try to get them before 
symptoms occur. 

_ The same is true of sputum. If 
we wait until tubercle bacilli are 
found in the sputum, we wait too 
long. The use of percussion and the 
stethosocpe are still valuable pro- 
cedures to check findings, but few 
modern physicians are accurate 
enough in their use or well enough 
trained to obtain good results. It 
is possible nowadays, with modern 
X-ray technique, to take a group of 
peoplé and pass them rapidly 
through the hands of the X-ray 
man and obtain nearly 100 per cent 
correct diagnosis. In other words,

Three Czechoslovakian women, 
all South St. Louisans, contributed 
to our information about the Czech 
Christmas. Two of them, Mrs. 
Fred Smid, 5012 Frankfort avenue, 
and Mrs. John Ovesny, 3145 Michi- 
gan avenue, were born in Moravia. 
Mrs. Smid—the name ‘Smid’ is the 
Bohemian spelling of the German 
‘Schmidt’—came to this country 
when she was 1i years old; Mrs. 
Ovesny is a more recent arrival. 
Mrs. J. C. Smid, a sister-in-law of 
Mrs. Fred Smid, also lives at the 
Frankfort a.enue address, an al- 
though she is American-born and 
American in appearance, she still 
follows the cooking of her Czecho- 
slovakian mother and grandmother, 
finding it to be something of a 
social accomplishment among her 
friends. 3 
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THE MAIN Czechoslovakian 
Christmas meal is served, we were 
told, on Christmas day, since the 
Catholic Czechs fast prior to that 
time. The day before Christmas 
breakfast is eaten, lunch is omitted, 
and a light dinner eaten. 

On Christmas Day the roast 
goose is served with sauerkraut 
and potato dumplings, perhaps a 
little cranberry sauce, stewed fruit 
—usually made in large quantities 
—and coffee. To prepare the goose 
it is salted and sprinkled with 
a little caraway seed. The potato 
dumplings all three women make 


in the same fashion, by cooking and 
ricing about four medium sized 
potatoes. Mix these with one egg, 
add a little salt, and enough flour 
so dough does not stick. Knead 
this with fingers form into balls, 
and cook in boiling salted water 
20 minutes. 

Although coffee is served Christ- 
mas Day, tea with rum is more 
often used, and vanocka — pro- 
nounced “vanotchka” — a, sort of 
Christmas Twist. A recipe for 
vanocka used by both Mrs, Ovesny 
ani Mrs. Fred Smid follows: 

Dissolve two cakes yeast in one- 
half cup milk with one tablespoon 
sugar. Let raise. Meanwhile, cream 
one and one-half cups butter with 
one cup sugar, beating constantly. 
Add six eggs, one ata time. Then 
add other ingredients, two cups 
milk, grated rind of one lemon, 
one tablespoon salt, one cup raisins, 
bleached, one-half cup chopped 
almonds, and the yeast with enough 
flour to make a thick dough. Let 
raise. 
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CUT DOUGH into nine parts, 
take four strips, roll each one by 
hand, then braid them. Do the 
same with five other strips, placing 
them on top the preceding four. 
Lastly, braid the two remaining 
strips, placing them on top the 
seven already braided. Put on a 
greased pan and let raise. Brush 
with egg yolk and sprinkle with 
chopped almonds. Bake for one 
hour in 425 degree oven. 

Another traditional Czech cake 
for holidays, according to Mrs. 
Fred Smid, is makova  buchta, 
which can be translated as poppy 
seed loaf. To make this, make a 
sponge of two and one-half cups 
warm milk, one teaspoon sugar, 
cake yeast and two tablespoons 
flour. Cream two-thirds cup short- 
ening, add two tablespoons sugar, 
three eggs, one teaspoon salt, and 
the rind of a lemon. Beat vigor- 
ously. Sift six cups flour on top 
of this cream mixture and then 
pour over sponge. Beat until bub- 


bly and until batter will not stick 
to the wooden spoon. Raisins may 
be added. Dough should be soft 
‘and light. Let stand in a warm 
place until double in bulk. Place 
on floured board, spread filling 
down center and roll. Let raise for 
a few minttes. Bake in a special 
mold in 350 degrees oven. 

* 

THE FILLING for makova 
buchta is made with one-half pound 
ground poppy seed which, incident- 
ally, must be used the same day as 
ground or it becomes too strong— 
mixed with one-fourth cup cream 
and one-half cup honey. Cook this 
mixture until it thickens to cereal 
consistency, stirring constantly. 
Cooking time five minutes. ' 

Icebox kolace, pronounced “ko- 
latchke,” is somewhat similar and 
the following recipe is used by Mrs. 
J. C. Smid: 

One-half pound butter, three egg 
yolks, three whole eggs, four ta- 
blespoons sugar, rind of one lemon, 
one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
vanilla, one cake yeast, one quart 
flour, one cup cream. Cream but- 
ter with sugar, add salt and beaten 
onge. Then add yeast sponge and 
milk, and flour a little at a time. 
Work dough well. Lay dough in 
a napkin, put in bowl, and keep 
in icebox several hours. Take out 
of box, pound dough on a floured 
board with a rolling pin and put 
lack in icebox over night. In the 
morning knead dough, roll on 
board and cut in patties. Let raise 
for an hour, brush with beaten 
egg, and top with one of several 
mixtures, and bake in moderate 
oven. , 

One mixture might be the poppy 
seed and honey one, another a mix- 
ture of one pound cottage cheese, 
well drained of all water, a beaten 
egg yolk, one cup sugar, a little 
lemon juice, rind of one lemon, and 
one tablespoon butter. Another 
can be made of prunes, cooked, 
seeded, and chopped, mixed with a 
little sugar, nutmeg or cinnamon. 
About a teaspoonful! of one of these 
mixtures is placed on each pattie,

THE CAMPAIGN against tuber- 
culosis has the following features 
at different ages: 

Pre-school age—here the im- 
portant thing is to avoid contacts. 
Any person in a household, no mat- 
ter what the age, who has a chronic 
cough, is suspect. Many people 
carry an active tuberculosis up to 
the age of 60 or 70, infecting their 
children and grandchildren. This is 
an unpleasant subject to discuss, 
but, according to our modern meth- 
ods, it is a disagreeable necessity to 
face the facts. 

Grade school age — All pupils 
should be examined with the tuber- 
culin test and the suspicious ones 
should have their chests X-rayed. 

Age from 12 to 18—Reinfection 
occurs frequently at this age and 
school children should be eér-ex- 
amined carefully. It is one of the 
most dangerous ages for develop- 
ment of tuberculosis. 

College age (20 to 30)—The home 
circle and the dangers have been 
left behind, but the possibilities of 
new contacts arise. Tuberculin tests 
and the X-ray pictures should be 
made routinely on college students. 


Age 30 to 50—Tuberculin test is 
of little value at this time, but the 
X-ray is still a valuable diagnos- 
tician. ' 


The improvement in our results 
by this sort of a plan makes us feel 
that our efforts are having positive 
value and that before long we can 
actually banish tuberculosis from 
the face of the earth.

dress designer who is so young, 

whose career is so young, but 
who may be the most successful 
of all those I have recently been 
writing about as causing St. Louis 
to be spoken of in the trade as the 
“outstanding junior dress market 
in the United States,” is Myrtle 
Renicke. Miss Renicke has de- 
signed a dress which within. a 
month has sold 50,000 copies of it- 
self. Beat that record if you can. 

At present Laura Lee Frocks, 
Inc., a plant at 1307 Washington 
avenue, is buzzing with the whir 
of 80 power machines turning out 
just that one of Miss Renicke’s 
patterns as fast as they can. Cut- 
ting tables are piled a foot high 
with smooth layers of one. fabric, 
a soft suede finished jersey but in 
many shades. More than 110,000 
yards of the material have gone 
under those cutting knives in the 
month. 

Men stand ready to grab sections 
from the cutters, bundle and toss 
them to the operators. Seams speed 
through’ the sewing machines. Fin- 
ishers seize the garment and rush 
it along to the shippers. It doesn’t 
need pressing, in fact won't stand 
pressing because of the nap of the 
material. Another time item saved. 
It is estimated that each dress goes 
through all the production proc- 
esses and is made complete in 20 
minutes. 

“It is sweeping the country aS 
has no other style in recent years,” 
exclaims the proprietor, Oscar 
Gladstone, delightedly.” Within a 
month we have shipped more than 
50,000 of this one number to all 
sections of the country. A large 
Chicago store has a standing order 
for 200 a day. We sell exclusively 
to one store in a town. A store in 
one city had sold 9000 up to the 
first of the month. Orders are 
still coming strong. In St. Louis 
Famous-Barr is handling it.”

z Foot and Ankle Exercises 


T was surprising to note how 

popular foot exercises were with 
* the many people who watched 
the famous exercise demonstration 
given at the Denmark Pavilion of 
the New York World's Fair last 
summer. There, Neils Bukh, Den- 
mark’s pride and glory, demonstrat- 
ed to the masses how to grow strong 
and beautiful through corrective 
exercising. 

He stressed foot work to relieve 
the aches which are so common 
to us if we stand for many hours, 
or even sit for many hours. Physi- 
cal activity keeps muscles elastic 
and elastic muscles cause no aches. 

The foot, Bukh said, is one of 
the most abused portions of the 
human body. Improper shoes, lack 
of exercise, tight stockings and poor 
posture all help to give us trouble. 
Then, too, “the foot is falling into 
desuetude except as an appendage 
for stepping on the gas.” We should 
walk much more in good fitting 
shoes than we do! ) 

Foot aches and weak ankles are 
corrected with simple exercises in- 
volving flexion of the ankle-—the
